Now I will beg your Patience, in giving you a relation of what Barbarous uſage 

I received but this year laſt paſt, In the month of Otioler 1679, intending to avoid 
the Darts of Malice, I obtained his Majeltics Gracious Protection, and Pats in this 
and in all Kingdoms in Amity with his Majctty whereupon having ſent my Equi- 
page to be Embark'd at Graves-end, I went my tclt to take Boat at Strand-bridze, 
and follow it; but pathng by the New- Exchange, my Coach was liopt, ard I {ciz'd 
upon by half a dozen 3 1 askt at whoſe Suit I was {o {cized upon? they anſwered, at the 
Kings; I replyed, I was ready and willing to vbcy, yet was I pull'd and hall'd out 
of my Coach ; I ask'd where I was to be carry d ? they anſwered, before Sir 1/il/i- 
am Waller and Mr. Everard; I ask'd where were they ? they anſwered, at the Ha!f- 
Moon Tavern ; Thithcr was I hall'd, and hundreds of People about me; There 
latein State Sir William Waller, and this Edmund Everard on his leit hand; 1 asked 
Sir William why I was fo pullPd and halled out. of my Coach? He anſwered, That 
I had got a Narrative Printed, which I could notjultihe, and was then Arreſted for 
itz I asked, what did my Narrative contain contrary to the Laws of the Land? He 
Anſwer'd, That I Printed what I could not maintain of his Royal Highneſs rights, 
and it did refle&t on Mr, Everard, who was an Evidence for the King I replycd, 
that I got indeed a Narrative Printed in my own Vindication, againſt the malicious 
Calumnies publiſhed by that Everard who fate by him, whoſe Narrative &6id ſcan-- 
dalouſly rcfle@ on me without the leali appearance of Fruth : and fince I ſubſcribed 
my name, neither Everard, nor any body elſe could term my Narrative a Libel, 
neither did I rcfe& on Everard, as he was the Rings Evidence, whether real or 
counterfeit, but as he maliciouſly traduced me in his Narrative, and abuſed my 
name 3 I farther repreſented, it was not feerily nor handſom in any man, that ups 
on the ſcore of being an Evidence for the King, he ſhould arrogate to himſelf the li- 
berty not only to ſlander and calumniate whom he pleaſed, but alſo favour and ſe- 
cure others more probably Criminal, by giving tlicm a tormal Prote&ion under his 
hand, as this Everard did with good ſucces, prevailing with ſeveral that were Evi- 
dences for the King to countenance this his Prelumption, and Profecute none fo 
Prote&cd by him: Thus one Mr. Kearney having this Everards ProteRtion, had the 
opportunity to ſhift himſelf out of the Kingdom, he being at the fame time charged 
and Proclaimed to bave been one of the four Ruthans engaged to Murther his Sacred 
Majeſty 3 and though I may preſume, and am fully perſwaded, he could not be con- 
cerned in fo baſe a Deſign, (I knowing the perſon wel), and partly his Education } 
yet is not Everard cxcuſable, he then underflanding that Mr. Kearny was nomina- 
ted in the Conſpiracy, and yet preſum'd to favour and prote& him. And here 1 
cannot but obſerve how prepoſterous a World is this, that Everards ProteRion 
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ſhould ſecure Mr. Kearny, who was ſworn Guilty of High Treaſon; and yet the 
Kings ProteQion could not ſecure me, though neither Treaſon, Diſloyalty or Fe- 
tony could be laid to my Charge. Atter my thus declaring to Everards face before 
Sir William Waller, yet Sir William tells me I muſt put in fecurity to appear at the 
Kings-Bench in Weſtminfter, otherwiſe the Conſiable ſhould take me into his Charge, 
and keep me Priſoner in his own Houſe, I told Sir William I had no ſecurity, un- 
leſs he would take the beſt in the Kingdem 3 and that I was then to take Oars im- 
mediately for Graves -end, to leave the Kingdom; whereupon I produced my Paſs 
and ProteRion, with my Kings hand and Seal z which Sir Williamand Everard read, 
yet took no notice of it,but laughed and (coffed at it:Sir I/illiam gives the Conſtable 
charge to take me into his Cuſtody 3 but the Conſtable ſeeing Hig Majcſiies Paſs, 
rel's Sir [/iliam be had ro room for me in bis Houſe. Whereupon Sir William cries, 
Sir Robert Walſh, Tou are a Perſon of. Honour, and rf you will oblige yonr ſelf to appear 
on the 6th, of this Month at the Seſſions in Weltminſtcr, where Mr. Everard, and I wil 
be to make Party againſt yow, you ſhall bave yeur liberty. To this I conſented, and 
did accordingly give my attendance, and did appear upon the Bench at Weftminſter, 
where fate the Honourable the Lord Craven,and divers Noble Gentlemen that knew 
me, TI attending there from Nine of the C lock till Twelve, did repreſent my Suf. 
fcrings and hard uſage to the Bench, and this tor Publiſhing a Narrative, to which 
I did {ubſcribe my Name, and was ready to Juſtifie ; Sir William Waller, and Edmund 
Everard were called toproſecute their pretended Aion againſt me, but neither of 
them appearing all that day, I was diſcharged by that Honourable Bench. Yet by this 
contrivance I ſuſtained a greater loſs than cither Waltr or Everard is able to repair ; 
for the Ship in which I was to Embark, went away with my Goods and Equipage 
from Graves end, and to this day I could never hear thereof; fo that I loſt my Pal- 
ſage and Goods, to my great damage, leaving me to ſeek for remedy againit Sir Wit- 
liam Waller, and the Worſhipful (abſconded) Edmund Everard, who now Jurks in 
holes, while I am 1cady to appear in diſcharge of my Loyalty ard Duty to my King 
and Country, and to juſtify what I have declared at large in iy tormer Narrative ; 
and ſo would my Manifcſto's,(were they at Liberty, ) do ſet forth, 

Sir Robert Walſh his Narratives which lyc {cized upon, may let the World ſee, his 
Lovalty and his Honour, where and how gained and attained, which the Golden 
Medal at his Breaſt doth Witneſs, carrying the Effigics of His Majeſty of Bleſſed 
Mcmory, and that of His now Glorious Majeſty on the one-fide, and inſculped on 
the other fide the form of his Royal Banner, uſcd at the Battel of Edge- bill, where Sir 
Robert received the Dignity of his Knighthood, and hath his Majeſties moſt Royal 
Hand to wear and carry the ſaid Medal; Yet ſome will be daſhing and carping at the 
(aid Medal, I wiſh they may go ſo far fairly to gain the like. I ſhould not envy them, 

Sir Robert Walſh, hath ſet forth in his Narrative, his Impriſonments for aboveſe- 
ven years. The tirſt he was by the Uſurper made Priſoner in the Tower,for which he 
had reaſon, | 

The next was Priſoner in the Baftile, not without reaſon, he having ſerved the 
Prince of Conde againſt the French King. _ | 

The third Impriſonment, he was kept Priſoner 33 months in Bruſſels, through 
the ungrounded Inſtigation of ſome, as the beſt of men doth know, whoſe Pardon 

or Grace Sir Robert ever did diſown, and doth,if any Crime of Diſloyalty ever was,is, 
or could be laid to his Charge.
